The original Globe theatre burnt 
to the ground in 1613, when a 
spark from a stage cannon 
ignited the thatched roof 
Today's Globe is a faithful 
reconstruction If you visit the 
theatre you can discover how it 
was rebuilt, and get an insight 
into the life and works of 
Shakespeare - the Bard of Avon 


The exhibition begins in the 

undercroft, a huge room 

underneath the theatre. Here 

you can trace the painstaking 

lengths to which modern 

architects and builders went to ensure they faithfully reproduced 
this historic venue. 


And if you're a budding thespian, you can even test your acting 


skills using an interactive touch-screen TV. After rehearsing the lines, 


visitors can record a scene from one of Shakespeare's famous plays 
and then play it back, before taking a well-earned bow, to 
thunderous applause! 


Did you know that Shakespeare's first audiences could be quite a 
rowdy bunch? They'd shout replies to actors' lines, jeer at the 
baddies and if they didn't like the play, they'd start throwing things!

You can check out some rare 
books that 
were written in Shakespeare's time and used by the 
bard as a source of inspiration. Historiae Danicae was 
2 first printed іп 1514 and it's from this book that 
Shakespeare got the ideas for his characters in Hamlet.
